Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, principal of the 
Chicago Normal school, hes no time for the 
psychologists who maintain that lovely 
Woman's mental processes differ from those 
of her lord and master.. Bhat her conclu- 
sioris are reached through intuition and not 
through reason, she declares, isa myth so far 
from the truth as to be laughable.
